MGISTURE CONDITION 
RECORDED NEARLY NORMAL 


According to the Searle Precipita- 
tion Report No: 5, adding together 
the rains from April ist to June Ist, 
inclusive combined with the precipi- 
tation which occured during. the 
menths of August, September and 
October (and weighting for wheat 
acreage), the moisture condition for 
the three prairie provinces, as a unit 
on stubble land which was seeded to 
wheat is now 103 p.c, of normal, and 
on land that was summerfallowed the 
condition is 91 p.c.,of normal, giving 
a round figure for the whole seeded 
acreage of 94 p.c, compared with 90 
p.c, last week, and 90 p.c, at the same 
time a year ago, 

The total moisture condition in Al. 


berta on June 1st was 90 p.c, of norm | 


al, as compared with 85 p.c, last week 
and 80 p.c. a year ago. 

Excellent rains over most of the 
prairies during the past week have 
brought about a good improvement

NO SUGAR NEEDED 
TO CAN RHUBARB

There are various year-round ways 


of stretching the sugar ration, at the — 


same time keeping monotony out of 
the wartime menu, 

Rhubarb, now at itg tender best, 
may be canned without sugar and 
in this form will take less to sweeten 
when used in puddings and pies next 
winter, 

Here is the ‘method recommended 
by the Consumer Section, Dominion 
Department of Agriculture: 

Wash thubarb thoroughly, Drain 
Cut stalks in one-inch pieces. Do 
not peel. Place in presefving kettle 
covering with close-fitting lid, Set 
over low heat or in the over until 
sufficient juice is extracted to cover 
the rhubarb, which takes about 20 
minutes, Pour into sterilized jars, 
adjust rubbers and tops. Partially 
seal, Sterilize in a water bath for 16 
minutes or in the oven 20 minutes at 
250F, then seal, :
